o f L ife.— Last Friday a siiower passed over N ew 
Gloucester, and Mrs Yeaton’« house was struck with 
lightening. 
It commenced upon the southern extremity 
of the ridge poll, and part rau upon the jeak towards 
the chimney, throwing oli’ ihe scuttle ; but the main 
charge (throwing at a distance the garret window and 
dashing it in pieces,) descended at the southern end of 
the house, separating a part of the roof from the end 
rafters, thence coming to the cross beam ran upon that 
about ten feet, thence descended by a stout oaken post,

the back part of the house. 
Mrs Yeaton the widow , 
was however, by the violence of the shock prostrated 
on the floor, and taken up by her son senseless, but she 
soon revived. 
Her son’s wife received a severe shock. 
Air Yeaton had the presence o f mind to run up stairs, 
thinking the house might be on fire, and found the rool 
burning which was soon extinguished. 
A rilt from the 
oaken post was thrown across one o f the rooms, and 
stuck fast in a door, and the ground floor was strewed 
with splinters from the oakcu post, thin and smooth in 
short pieces, as if prepared to kindle a fire upon the 
heart!), or to light a lamp.— P o rtla n d Courier.

The variety o f colors, the wild howling of the 
men and the slavish looks of the wom en, the loneliness 
o f the wood, the dark shades o f the night, and the 
flames of the fire— all left it deep impression on my 
mind of Indian hospitality.”
